5, 14— Theme : "Ye are the 
light of the world." After which an hour's intermission was 
allowed for dinner. 

1 p. M. . Assoctation assembled — devotional exercises con- 
ducted by Rev. E. T. Smyth — prayer by Rev. H. A. Bailey, of 
Talladega. The Rev. E. T. Smyth, Moderator last annual 
session of the Association, called the present meeting to order 
and proceeded with business.

Called for churches desiring to unite with the Association, 
when Mt Sharon church presented petition, which was refer- 
red to a special Committee consisting of brethren D. B. Oden, 
B. M. Fluker, A. Williams, C. R. Cross, and J. L. Green. 

On motion, visiting ministers were invited to seats and per- 
mission extended to participate in deliberations. Dr. Tichenor 
was recognized as President of Agricultural and Mechanical 
College,located at Auburn, Ala. Dr. Renfroe^s General Agent 
Centennial work in this State and President State Sunday- 
school Board, located at Talladega; Rev. D. G. Lyon, of 
Marion, representative Alabama Baptist ; Rev. Messrs. J. C. 
Wright, J. A. Collins^N". A. Bailey ^nd H. C. Taul, ministers ; 
Maj. James Headen connected with association al boards: 
Messrs. Hudson, of Selma, Faulkner, of Montgomery, and 
Judge H. W. Watson, of Randolph.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON FOREIGN MISSIONS. 

As a test to christian fidelity, as a rebuke to pharisaical hypocr acy and de- 
ceit,and as th e tr ue criterion of apostolic since*Ky,our Sat ior On more than one 
occasion , while on eartn, declared th at love fbr Him oonsisted in , and was at- 
tested by, obedience to His commandment!', and conformity to His will. This 



was the touchstone of christian integrity, and the living vitalizing principle 
of His spiritual kingdom on earth. Fall of love, abounding in mercy, and, 
moved by a phflanthrophy that compassed the whole 'world, the sole and absorb- 
ing desire of His geeat compassionate heart, was the salvation of all who would 
believe on Him, actuated by a love so pure, by a motive so holy, His will was 
never more truly nor more forcibly reflected than in the last grand commission 
given to man, to "go into all the world", and preach the g'Spel to every 
creature." 

In the wisdom of a merciful providence, we have been made the benificia- 
riesof a gospel dispensation, and in accepting the terms of salvation, have 
solemnly pledged ourselves by the most sacred obligations, to herald "the-glad 
tidings of the kingdom of God" to those « hose hearts have never been touched 
by divine love, sad Who ignorant of the glorious plan of redemption, ttill wor- 
ship at the shrine of their "Baals and Ashtaraths." If we could bow justify a 
disregard of these christian obligations upon any reasonable hypothises, could 
we be so lost to gratitude,the ennobling principle of man's nature,as to enjoy these 
in« stimable gospel priviliges whioh afford eur chief consolation in time and Only 
hope in eternity ,as to wrap ourselves in the cloak of self sufficiency and say in oar 
heart of hearts that the salvation of the heathen is of no cone rn to us 7 When our 
Lord,the meek and lowly Kazarene,had almost finished the Work for which He 
came into the world ,and was contemplating the will of Hib Father in the perfec- 
tion of the plan of salvation through the agonies of the cross, in order that none 
should be lost through ignorance of the tru th ,H e made it incumbent upon us as leg- 
atees under, and executors of His last will and testament to carry the bread of 
life — the light of divine truth, to every hungry soul, to every benighted crea- 
ture. If in obedience to this injunction, we conceive it to be our duty to 
labor for the salvation of those around us, who have the will of God made 
manifest as <a lamp to their feet and a light to their path'— through this lift to 
the life to come, how much .greater must be oar obligations to carry the "gospel 
of peaee" to those who bat for us mast be deprived of christian example,precept 
and communion, and who ignorant of "the true light that lighteth every man" 
Will ccatimse to follow the ignit fmkm of idolatry over the dark moiessaf ever- 
lasting spiritual rata. In avoiding ** selecting this obligation, are We not 
seif-eoaaemned tor base ingratitude, aad do we not incur a terrible responsi- 
bility? 

Gam we be ttrt light of the world, a city set upon a hill, with oar influence for 
good cob fined to special fevered localities, or impaired by the spirit of selfish- 
ness T ©od in approbation of eur work of evangelixation has already removed 
the greater barrriers to a spiritual conquest, aad now bids as go in and reclaim 
the land lad captive by idolatrous worship and superstitions practice*. Let 
us then not relax our energies, but do all in oar power to encourage and pro- 
mote the crusade ef the Holy Spirit, "until every tongue shall confess that 
Jesus Christ is Lord to the glory of God forever."

REPORT TRUSTEES INDIGENT MINISTERS FUND. 

Four years ago, the Goon Biver Baptist Association resolved to raise a fund 
-of twenty-are hundred dollars, (2,600) the interest of which should be devoted 
to the relief of aged and indigent ministers ef the gospel, who had given their 
lives and manhood to the cause of Christ, as well as the widows and orphans of 
-such as had died in the service. We, therefore, as custodians of this fund, 
deem it our duty to make such statements of facts and recommendations as may 
promote this noble enterprise. We have received eight or nine hundred dollars 
in cash from the Chairman of the Provisional Committee, and have loaned it 
out at legal interest and in good hands we think. We hope to make a liberal 
collection at this Association, as the fourth and last installment of the original 
subscription is due at this time, and pretty much all that was subscribed in 
.1878. We, therefore urge oar brethren most earnestly to pay np their sub- 
scriptions, and thereby enable us to benefit some widows and orphan children 
of deceased ministers. What interest accrued daring the last associations! year 
has been equally divided between the families of our two departed brethren, 
McCain and Bullington. We hope to do still more next year. 

Owing to many causes there will be a considerable amount of the subscrip- 
tion unpaid. We, therefore, appeal to every liberal Christian and philanthro- 
pist to aid us in making up this deficit, for we feel assured that we can make no 
investment of our means that would be more pleasing to our Heavenly Father, 
than to provide for his faithful ministers who have exhausted their manhood 



* 



in his cause. And in conclusion we ask those, whether ministers or laymen, 
who are lukewarm on this sul ject, to give us at least the benefit of their 
silence, while we are engaged in alleviating the pinching poverty of age as 
well as offering to helpless widowhood and orphanage some substantial evi- 
dence of christian sympathy. 

The article annexed was passed unanimously : 

Whbrxas, Owing to deaths and removals, as well as other causes, there will 
be a considerable amount of the money subscribed to the Indigent Ministers 
Pond which will likely not be collected ; therefore, we appeal to the christian 
benevolence and sympathy of the members of this body to make up the deficit 
by means of two annual installments : 1st falling due at the next session of 
the Association, and the 2nd twelve months thereafter.

The report of the Committee on Family Religion was sub- 
mitted, read by Dr. Henderson (Bro. Jenkins in Chair) atBro. N 
Headen's reqaest and adopted without discussion. 

FAMILY RELIGION. 

In approaching this subject, ycur Committee are impressed no- leas by its 
magnitude than by the act that it has been often and elaborately discussed, 
and therefore what we say will be made up in part of the thoughts and matter 
of others. 

The Family Constitution emanated directly from God, and therefore has 
precedence of all other governments known to man. Purity and strength here, 
impart purity and strength to our whole social and civil structure— m corrup- 
tion aad decay here communicate the fetal infection to every interest alike of 
church and State. Hence we are commanded to honor and obey our parents 
"in the Lord," and God has made it the imperative duty of parents to exercise 
and maintain a judicious discipline over those whom He has committed to their 
care. We are instructed in God's word to train up our children in the way 
they should go, so that when they are old they will not depart from it. This 
should stimulate and urge parents to be exceedingly careful how they demean 
themselves before their femaliee, both as regards precept and example. I 

Not only so— they should read and explain the Scriptures to them at a very 
early age, and pray with and for them at the family altar. We cannot begin 
this work of religious instruction too early ; for, begin as soon as we may, we 
*hall find that another instructor has preceded us, who has already sown the 
seeds Of sin aad death so thoroughly as to call out our utmost efforts with the 
blessing of God to extirpate them. Early impressions are most lasting, and it is 
in the family and around the family altar that these impassions are most 
thoroughly fixed upon the heart The early age at which children arrive at 
the period of accountability, give to th.se views an importance which cannot be 
overestimated. Per just so soon aa they are accountable,*) soon are they capable 
of exercising repentance toward God* since there can be no intermediate space 
between their accountability to God and their capability of trusting in Jesus. 

It is a most striking and painful fact that the last years of the JewLh com- 
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men wealth w«re marked by a total corruption and perversion of the family 
institution. This is indicated by the mission of the Harbin gar of Jesus, as de- 
tailed by Maiachi : "He shall torn the hearts of the children to their fathers r 
and the hearts of the fathers to their children, lest I come and smite the earth 
with a curse. When the very fountain oi influence and power becomes corrupt, 
how soon it diffuses itself through the whole system I 

Second only to the domestic circle to impart religious instruction, is that of 
th Sabbath-schools. Therefore, we regard it of the highest importance that 
p* *ents should afford their children every opportunity to attend these schoofe. 
"V e concur with our State Evangelist that it is infinitely better to say to our 
c ildren, "come let us go to the Sunday-school," than to simply command them 
to :o. Our example would stimulate, them and the whole school to study the 
sacred oracles. In a word, the Sunday-school presents a sphere of usefulness 
in which every member may be an efficient laborer.

A similar Committee was appointed 
last Association in accordance with a resolution introduced by 
brother Williams ; but through ttegHgertee or an oversight on 
the part of the Clerk, the resolution was misplaced and foiled 
to appear in the minutes. 
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The Committee appointed in pursuance of resolution, 
through Dr. Henderson (member of State Centennial Com- 
mittee and Chairman Central Associational Committee) sub- 
mitted the following succinct, preamble and celebrated series 
of resolutions, detailing programme for that work within the 
confines of this Association for the ensuing year, which after 
interesting and instructive speeches by himself, Collins, 
Lawler, Tichenor and Renfroe, and amendment, were passed 
unanimously. It is as follows : 

Whereas, The Centenary of our national independence is to be observed 
the approaching year. 

And Whereas, Out religious, no leas than our civil liberty, demands oar 
most devoat gratitude to God as well as a most grateful recognition of the ef- 
forts of our fathers in this rasped 

And Whereas, The Constitution of the United States was the fi-st instru- 
ment of the kind that ever embodied the principle of "soul liberty' as an 
inalienable right. 

And Whebeas, The Baptist denomination as such was mainly instrumental 
in securing the incorporation of thfe principle into that organic law. 

And W hereas, History has awarded to our (aid denomination the di itineiicn 
of being the first to enunciate and maintain this noble feature ef American 
liberty, by declaring, that 'Freedom aid oonscience, unlimited freedom of 
mind, was from the first the trophy of the Baptists j" (Bancrofts Histortory of 
the U. 8.— Vol. 2, pages 66-67,) therefore, 

1 Resolved, Tnat We, as Baptists of Alabama esteem it no less a patriotic 
than a oarietian duty and privilege, in common with the Baptist deaomoina- 
tien taroughuot the US. to observe the approaching Centenary in a manner be- 
coming alike to ear patriotism and Christianity. 

2 Resolved, That the honorable reco-d of our Baptist fathers in the 'times 
that tried men's souls," deserves to be commemorated by m, their dectfndants 
ia a mattoer not ua worthy of their mighty deeds, aad as will show to,' oar pos- 
terity that we have placed bo ate adequate estimate upon the p'rioelees boon of 
"soul liberty." • 

3 Resolved, That said Centenary presents a grand opportunity for us to erect 
ah enduring monument to the patriotism, intelligeuee ahd piety of our aaces. 
try, who had "understanding of thetkn s to knew what Israel ought to do." 

4 Resolved, That an adequate endowment of" Howard College," an institution 
dear to all our hearts, and which offers the advantages of a thorough education 
to the youth of our country, and especialy to young men preparing f jr the 
ministry, presents an object broad, far reaching and enduring and therefore 
eminently worthy of being selected as the object to receive our benefa:tions,and 
as the monument to the memory of our noble dead. 

5 Resolved, That it is alike pract cable and expedient for the Baptists of 
Alabama to oontr bute to this Centenary fund as much as one dollar each, or 
an amount equivalent to one dollar for each member, and that we ss an Asso- 
ciation agree to do what we oan to raise our pro rata shara of this amount. 
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6 Resolved, Tnat * Centenary Committee consisting of one from each church 
in oar body with a working quorum of five members at (Alpine, the place se- 
lected) be appointed at this mee'ing t> take charge of this matter, and tbat they 
be an horized to adopt such measures and employ such agencies as will prose- 
cute this work to a successful issue, by a thorough canvass of every church in 
this Association. 

7 Resolved, That the appointment of mass-meetings at convenient points in the 
bounds of our Association, at an early day to be addressed on those great his- 
torical facts which bear upon our religious liberty, would greatly tend to pro- 
mote this cherished object. 

8 Resolved, That as 4th of July, 1876, is a day set apart by our people to 
celebrate oar Centenary we as Baptists feel it our duty to observe that day 
principally in its religious aspects for liberty of conscience, and that our Cen- 
tenary Committee be empowered to select some central point in the bounds cf 
our Association, for a grand Baptist gathering on that day and that Ex-Go veb- 
»ob Thomas H. Watts, of Montgomery, Capt. Jambs CaooK,of Jacksonville, 
and Jambs B. Welch, of Alpine, and such others as the Committee may see 
proper to invite,be requested to address the meeting,and that the public at large 
be cordially invited to attend. 

The Committee on petition from Mt. Sharon Church re- 
ported through brother Williams : "We, your Committee to 
whom this matter was referred beg leave to suggest the appoint- 
ment of a Committee to examine into the status of Mt. Sharon 
Church; with request, this Association direct that church to 
state the facts upon which their petition for membership is 
based and upon application, by the Committee appointed, to 
furnish documents or information regarding that standard of 
the church in question, and that said Committee be directed to 
report thereon at the next meeting of the Association." The 
discussion ensuing was suppressed at the outset by the state- 
ment, intrinsic difficulties precluded the propriety of a speedy 
reception. The report was adopted, whereupon the Chair ap- 
pointed the following, as the Committee : D. B. Oden,Chair- 
man, K. J. Thomas, G. S. Ham, B. M. Fluker, and Hugh 
Darby, Jr. 

The report Committee on Education was read by the Chair- 
man, Prof. Goodhue, and after remarks by brother Hudson, 
adopted. 

REPORT ON EDUCATION. 

Your Committee on Education respectfully report : 

In our judgment the Association cannot well overestimate the importance of 
the work of education. We think too, it is, with great propriety, one of the 
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objects sought to be fostered by this body. Man honors and glorifi « God only 
as he does His willed executes his designs. The feet that man is, by nature, 
endowed with capabilities, susceptible of almost indefinite cultivation and ex- 
pansion, indicates clearly the design of their creator in regard to the cultivation 
of those powers. And as the work he is called upon to parf rm in the service of 
his Master requires for its accomplishment, the exertion of those capabilities 
strengthened and improved to their highest state of perfection, it seems plain 
that he will b 3 held sccountable for failure to cultivate and develop to the 
highest degree practicable the powers and faculties which have been given 
him. 

The neglect on the part of parents and guardians, to whose care and control, 
the child is ommittee during the development perioi of its existence, to ed- 
ucate and discipline hi J mental faculties, and to cultivate his moral and relig 
ious nature, can be nothing less than sinful. 

But the means and facilities necesary to the most rapid and succes ul devel- 
opment of the faculties of the young, being beyond the resch of individuals, 
and being attainable by the friends of education only in associated capacity ,the 
practical question for the Association to consider, is, what duties devolve upon 
it as an Association in regard to the education of the yo mg. Your Committee 
is of opinion the Association ought to use all its influence to advance the cause 
of education in general. Tnat it ought to contribute, under proper restriction 
liberally of its means, for the education of those who give evidence of a Divim- 
oall to the min'stry and have not the means of eiucating themselves. That it 
ought to contribute liberally of its means, for the eetablism* nt, endowment and 
equipment with all necessary facilities such institutions of learning as are nec- 
essary to qualify the young of both sexes, to become intelligent and efficient 
laborers in their appropriate spheres, in the vineyard of the Lord To prepare 
those who are to be watchmen upon the walls of Zion,0uccessfully to repel the 
insidious attacks and violent assault* of its enemies. To prepare those who 
are to be heralds of the cross, to proclaim with clearness force and power, yet in 
humble reliance upon Him, whose alone it is to give the incr. ase, the truth as 
it in Christ Jesus to a world dead in trespasses and sins. 

Four Committee witness with pleasure and pride a disposition on the part 
of christians all over our land to express their gratitude to God for His signal 
mercies during a century whose aniversary is about to be c-lebrated, by a vig- 
orous effort to provide increased facilities for the education of the young, as a 
means of promoting the honor and glory of God's great name. 

Your Committee think it not amiss in this connection to congratulate the 

denomination upon the existence, within the State, of denominational schools 

which are doing a noble work in the cau e of educ tion, such as the Howard 

. College, The Judson Female Institute, the Central Baptist Female College, etc.

SUNDAY SCHOOLS. 

Tour Committee to whom was referrel the subject of Sunday-schools beg 
leave to report, that in the absence of proper .statistical matter, they can do 
nothing more than offer their individual ideas en this subject. The^act that 
we have a distinct organization on this subject is a matter of encouragement 
and hope. Through this organization a representative of this interest has been 
placed in the field and we are pleased to report that wherever he goes, he arouses 
a lively, deep and dignified interest in behalf of Sunday-schools. A* for as your 
Committee can ascertain the Sunday-school interest is being placed on a higher, 
firmer and broader footing than has heretofore marked its history in our 
churches. The sober minded and aged hare began to lead in this matter. They 
reach forth the trembling and palsied hand and say to the timid child "we will 
join you in this labor, for Christ calls all those who follow him," whether of 
tender years or past three score and ten, his children ; yes, all children in the 
sense that we can do nothing of ourselves to discover that light that lighteneth 
every man that cometh into the world. We have noticed the benefits of the 
Sunday-school are not confined simply to its pupils. The interest developed by 
it, ramify the varied duties and relations of church members. The churches in 
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which good schools exist are more harmonious and efficient in the discharge of 
their christian duties; more attentive to the Masters voice, as sheep that know 
their shepherd. Another notioeahle fact and feature in churches where a Sun- 
day-school flourishes, is tiat it increases the benevolence of that church.

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The report of the ministers of this Association in response 
to the petition from the Rushing Spring Association was sub- 
mitted by brother Wilkes and on motion adopted. The Clerk 
of this Association was directed to furnish the Rushing Spring 
Association a copy of the report. The report as adopted is as 
follows: 

"Your Committee to whom m referred the letter from oar colored brethren 
of the Bashing Spring Association , asking our inertuction on theological and 
church matters beg leave to report : The letter is worthy of oar respectful at- 
tention ; characterized, as it is, by a spirit of christian meekness and a desire 
for knowledge. We profoundly sympathize with our colored brethren, and 
more especially with their ministry, in their great need of religious instruction. 
And no people are more sincerely willing to relieve this need than we are to 
the extent of oar ability and opportunity. We can bat express pleasure in seeing 
our colored brethren returning to their former state of amity to wards their best 
friends, from whom they have, for some years, been allienated by bad influence. 
Most gladly would we suggest some definite plan for a practical response to these 
brethren,did we know what to recommend. All we are prep ured to do now is to 
give assurance to our brethren, in each community, that the preachers of this 
Association are ready to give such private instruction on Sabbath evenings as 
may be sought of us at our respective churches and to furnish books from 
our libraries, on loan or as presents, to those who can read and so desire to do."

The Executive Committee beg leave to report : 

To supply the destitute with the gospel by every rational means in its power 
is its aim and the work with which this Committee has been entrusted. In the 
providence of God the gospel has been preached — with success,we trust, commen- 
surate with means employed — at the following points and stations during the 
past associational year : Bock Greek Station, 8 miles West of Oxford, was sup- 
plied by brother Wm. S. Griffin ; he reports thirteen days labor with good suc- 
cess ; congregations large and attentive, during a meeting of four days dura- 
tion a deep interest was manifested in religion and numbers were made to ask, 
what shall we do to be saved ? The Station East of the B. B., between Oxford 
and Jacksonville, was occupied by brother T. F. Gwin. He reports fifteen 
days incessant labor, large congregations, and that during a protracted meeting 
of six days an abiding interest was shown in the fact several professed to have 
found Jesus precious to their souls. Brother S. G. Jenkins supplied three differ- 
ent stations ; one, a public church 5 or 6 miles S. E. of Munford,with twenty- 
three accessions ; another, a weakly church 8 miles S. E. of Oxford, then 
only ten members, now numbering twenty-four, also at the urgent request of 
its membership, a colored church near Oxford with fiften additions and is con- 
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fident great good was accomplished. He reports altogether, 26 days labor and 
48 accessions. He also aided Munf.rd church to supplement pastors salary 
to the amount of $25 00; Shiloh $20 00 -Total $45 00. To brother E. T. 
Smyth at the former and brother W. W. Kidd at the latter— 8 miles West 
of Alpine and in a cod dition extremely feeble.
